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New Year, Project 
On Two From Japan 


The Ministry of Posts and 
Telecommunications of Japan has 
announced that a single 5 yen 
stamp was issued December 30 
to mark the New Year. In red, 
reddish yellow, blue, and black, 
it depicts “Tai-Ebisu” (the god 
Ebisu) with his catch of “tai” 
(bream, a small fish), a native 
toy of Takamatsu. 

The design was by Massaru 
Kimura, with photogravure print- 
ing on white unwmk paper in 
sheets of 20. The edition was 15 
million copies. 

February 1 has been set as day 
of issue for a 10y. item to com- 
memorate the completion of the 
project closing Kojima Bay. This 
will permit reclaiming much of 
the bay in Okayama Prefecture 
and converting it to badly needed 
farm land. 

The new adhesive will show a 
map of the area and a farm 
tractor. The designer was Minoru 
Hisano; printing by photogravure 
will be on white unwmk paper 
in sheets of 20 stamps. The edi- 
tion will be 12 million. 

The Philatelic Agency, Tokyo 
Central Post Office, Tokyo, Ja- 
pan, reports that fourteen issues 
of 1958 are still available at its 
sales department. They are of- 
fered at face plus return postage 
and registration. Collectors may 
writé the agency for lists of these 
emissions. 





Alaska 7c Commem 
Released January 3 


The 7c airmail commemoratjye 
announced several weeks ago to 
note Alaska’s formal acceptance as 
the 49th state of the Union ‘‘around 
the end of the year’? was issued in 
Juneau, Alaska January 3 on less 
than one week’s notice. 

The Post Office Department had 
all along urged collectors to send 
their first day covers to Juneau to 
be held for the event, emphasizing 
that the day of issue could not be 
given much advance notice. 

The new stamp is blue, featuring 
a map of Alaska, the North Star 
and the “Big Dipper’’. It was design- 
ed by Richard C. Lockwood, and is 
the third to call attention to Alaska. 
In an edition of 90 million, it will 
be on sale throughout the entire 
country as long as the supply lasts. 

Stanley Hodziewich, curator of the 
POD Philatelic Section, attended 
the first day ceremonies in Juneau 
and spoke as the official representa- 
tive of Postmaster General Arthur 
E. Summerfield.

which preceded the Treaty of Ver- 
sailles, the American president en- 
ergetically interceded for the rights 
and just interests of small nations 
of Europe and became largely in- 
strumental in the rise of the period 
of prosperity and happiness which 
Luxembourg enjoyed after the first 
World War. 

Nor have the people of our small 
nation ever forgotten the name of 
Franklin D. Roosevelt to whorn they 
owe a debt of heartfelt gratitude 
for the friendly welcome and com- 
forting encouragement, and_inval- 
uable advice he gave to our Grand 
Ducal Family and Government. 
They had been driven out of Europe 
by the Nazi invaders in 1940, to 
find refuge in the United States. 

Luxembourg was not unfamiliar 
to President Roosevelt. He was a 
descendant—on his mother’s side— 
of the noble de Lannois family of 
Clervaux, a pretty, small town of 
the Luxembourg Ardennes. 

These social, military and _politi- 
cal factors have greatly contributed 
to bring Americans and Luxem- 
bourgers close together. But it is 
above all the postage stamp that has 
made Luxembourg known to a very 
large proportion of the population 
of the United States.

Our stamps, mirroring the social, 
economic, moral and cultural activ- 
ities of our small nation with its 
essentially peaceful aspirations, have 
aroused the interest of the Ameri- 
can people. For they, too, have 
been animated by the same ideals of 
liberty and justice. So a philatelic 
expression of its feelings of admira- 
tion for, and gratitude to, the Unit- 
ed States was given on two occa- 
sions. In 1945 a stamp in the ‘‘Hom- 
age to the Allies’’ set was dedicated

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Preventing Stamp Thefis 


Both the A.P.S. an the S.P.A. are now considering a plan whereby 
they hope to take some active steps toward prevention of stamp thefts. 
There is a great opportunity to do things that would tend to discourage 
siamp thefts because in the first place there would not be these big 
stamp thefts unless there was a market for | 
the stolen stamps, and who buys the stolen 
stamps? 

Both the A.P.S. and the S.P.A. will have 
to come to the conclusion that they will 
have to be ready to sacrifice some of their 
members if such members do not cooperate. 

One of the greatest deterrants to the sale 
of stolen stamps would be complete publicity 
concerning the transaction. Every effort has 
been made in the case of the stolen Gerber 
and Hindes stamps, to cover up the trans- 
action in every possible manner. Only 
through our efforts has the name of the 
party who sold the stolen stamps been made 
public. It is true the A.P.S. expelled this 
man from their society, but not for stealing 
stamps. He was expelled for conduct un- 
becoming a member. Had the real reason 
for his expulsion been made known and had 
the complete details of the purchase of these 
stamps, the subsequent discovery that they 
were stolen, been given to the public, things 
could have been different. We heard that the only losers in the whole 
deal were the buyers of the stamps, that they took the loss. Isn’t that 
a shame. They know to whom they paid the money and certainly could 
have pressed charges against the man. The F.B.I. could have picked 
him up, in fact has had him in hand at times but without any charges 
against him on which he could be held and prosecuted. Yes sir, make it 
a point to give the most thorough and complete publicity about any 
stamp theft, any purchase of stolen stamps and such things, and dealers 
will be very careful not to get mixed up in such deals. 

We get quite disgusted with law enforcement agencies. Seems that 
there is always an out for the criminal. Here is just an example of how 
the crooked operators are protected by lack of laws that could trap them. 

Take the UN Precancel that has been counterfeited. We were under 
the impression that the UN Post Office operated under the same laws 
and regulations as the U. S. Post Office and that counterfeiting a UN 
stamp would be the same as counterfeiting a U. S. stamp. We are told 
that this is not so and that laws protecting the U. S. stamps in no way 
protect the UN stamps. 

Then we asked, how about the laws which we have which protect 
stamps of foreign countries and we are told that the UN is not a foreign 
country and thus the laws protecting foreign stamps do not apply. So 
you see the UN is-out on a limb and no one to help it. Then we asked, 
how about the law that makes it an offense to defraud through the U.S. 
Mails. Then our Post Office Inspector comes up with the statement 
that to make a case of fraud through the mails you would have to prove 
that the man who was selling these UN Precancel counterfeits knew that 
they were counterfeits. 

In my estimation the man who has been selling the counterfeits to 
dozens of stamp dealers all over the country, who in turn have sold 
them to stamp collectors, knew quite well that the stamps were counter- 
feit. He has attempted to claim that he bought the stamps from the 
UN Post Office. 

If this were true then the counterfeiting would have to be done by 
someone in the UN. I would recommend to every stamp dealer who has 
offered these UN Precancels for sale that they write a letter to this office 
and state from whom they bought the supply that they have offered for 
sale. That they demand that the seller refund the cash that they paid 
for the spurious stamps. If honest dealers, dealers who should help in 
cleaning up a fraudulent matter of this nature, will demand a refund 
from the man who sold the stamps, they could make it so uncemfortable 
for this man that he might be trapped. 

I am just now about to write up these stamps in such manner that 
in most cases, where blocks or larger pieces are concerned, anyone with 
any stamp knowledge at all will be able to recognize certain of these 
stamps as counterfeits. There are some things about certain parts of the 
sheet that mark them as counterfeit and there will be no mistake in such 
identification. 

The man who has been instrumental in peddling these spurious stamps 
is known to the P. O. Inspectors and is well known in Precancel stamp 
circles. His reputation in that field has been questionable for years past. 


A Worthy Proposal 


Most commemorative stamps that are issued seem to spring from 
a suggestion that someone might make and this week we have a sug- 
gestion from a reader that a commemorative stamp be issued to honor 
the Salvation Army. 

We can give our hearty approval to this suggestion. While we were 
not ‘over there” back in 1917 we do remember that the Salvation Army 
was lauded by the boys who were. We have often heard it said that the 
Salvation Army did more for the boys in that war period than any other 
group or organization. We have little doubt but that such statements 
were right because they were heard so often. 

The Red Cross has had its stamps. It is no more deserving than the 
Salvation Army.

“A Philatelic History of the Olym- 
pic Games”’ is the title of a rather 
unusual topical offering by the Crab- 
tree Press, Ltd., 57, Tivoli Crescent, 
Brighton 5, Sussex, England. For the 
sports on stamps, and especially 
for the Olympic topicalist, it is of 
particular value. 

It is not an album, but, rather, 
an illustrated, informative supple- 
ment affording a great deal of 
philatelic information on the sub- 
ject, much of which has been search- 





additional notes overlapping certain 
areas earlier and later. Part I, 
offered in the past, deals with the 
1896-1906 period. 

Part II consists of 25 pages of 
heavy coated paper with numerous 
half-tone illustrations. Pages are 91% 
x 1036 in size, punched for both the 
U.S. and British 3-ring binders. They 
are priced at $1.50.for Part II, 
$1.25 for Part I, from the publisher 
in England.

Their Royal High- 
nesses both agreed to pose, and for 
a month my wife and I stayed in 
Luxembourg while I made the neces- 
sary study sketches of Grand Duch- 
ess Charlotte, Prince Felix and their 
son, Prince Jean. 

The designs appeared as a minia- 
ture sheet of three stamps, with the 
marriage date and a credit line stat- 
ing that they had been made from 
life, a thing that never was done 
with stamps before. Since then, 
Queen Juliana and the three eldest 
Dutch princesses also have _ posed 
for me, no doubt because the Lux- 
embourg royal family had set a 
precedent. 

When the Nazi hordes overran our 
nations, all further communications 
ceased between us until after the 
war. 

It became my great joy, after the 
liberation, to again be invited to 
make more stamps for Luxembourg 
— a set for Echternach, so severe- 
ly devastated by the retreating en- 
emy, and a little later,@ set for war 
orphans. 

The latter series were designed by 
Luxembourg artists, one of them us- 
ing the touching portrait of a child 
photographed by an American sol- 
dier. Meanwhile Echternach and its 
Willibrord Basilica had been rebuilt 
(as I like to think, partially from

| As a result of the success of this 
assignment, I was invited to do a se- 
ries of the two dynasties that ruled 
Luxembourg as Grand Dukes and 
Grand Duchesses, including William 
I and II of The Netherlands, but 
who never appeared on any of their 
own nation’s stamps. (The reason, 
it might be pointed out, was that 
stamps had not been invented when 
they sat upon the dual throne).

Wolf’s Glen at Echternach. What 
significance could they possibly have 
if Luxembourg’s sovereign right to 
strike coins, to issue banknotes, and 
to release stamps did not give col- 
lectors an opportunity of filling an 
album? 

The question of images on stamps 
now is settled. 

Let’s begin looking at them: let’s 
begin our exploration of Luxem- 
bourg and its history. Here’s the al- 
bum and the magnifier. Turn to the 
first page. 

Here are the stamps with por- 
traits of Luxembourg’s first rulers, 
|and there, the most famous and 
| popular of all, John, the Blind. The 
energetic face on a minute bit of ; 
paper comes alive: bursts the nar- 
row frame. The old hero rises to 
full stature and he bends with me 
over the small picture and whis- 
pers, “Is this I? Me, on but a ten- 
centime bit of paper? Me, a na-| 
tional hero! Well, let it be! Let’s 
get on’’. 

What better companion could a 
collector have on this imaginary 
ride across the forests of the Ar- 
|dennes, than the great King John. 








| This perfect knight may be sight- 
ij less, but he deeply loves the roads 
jand lanes of his Luxembourg. We 
ride up the glens and slopes of the 
i Ardennes. Here is Vianden, the ro- 
mantic medieval city clustered 
around the ancient castle. The vast 
ruin lies on its hill like a great ship, 
wrecked by innumerable tempests. 

There you feel the breath of his- 
j tory; the greatness of a very great 
epoch; the pride of our dynasty. ‘It 
must be a very beautiful castle,” 
the blind king says, unaware that 
today it is but a ruin. He mustn’t be 
told about it, so let’s quickly turn 
the page and find the 1935 stamp 
which shows the same castle as seen 
from the valley. This dale and 
its silvery river, which mirrors the 
castellated and jagged outlines of 
the huge ruin fill the summer morn- 
; ing with their freshness. 

The blind hero feels it; he senses 
the freshness and muses, “In my 
time there were many fish in that 
stream at Vianden...and even more 
up Falkenstein way. Do you know 
Frankenstein? I had to go to war 
there to take it from the knight and 
give it to my country. And I haven’t 
forgotten the deep woods of the 
Count of Vianden and his royal hunt- 
ing preserves...but wasn’t the Count 
a stubborn old man?‘ 

But he was a true son of the

Here is the Arden- 
nes at their harshest; slaty, abrupt, 
sheer, steep rock that will repel 
any attack. 

“Not bad, but not quite so bad as 
the marshes of Lithuania or the tall 
walls of the treacherous cities of 
Lombardy, where I had to fight my 
most difficult battles,’ King John 


says. 

But let’s not think of wars. after 
all, here’s the most peaceful, pic- 
turesque spot in the whole land; 
the one that attracts most tourists. 
“Tourists’’ obviously was a word 
the old king didn’t know — there 
were none such in his era. 

Here is a view of Ehnen, designed 
by Tremont and engraved by Cot- 
tet. My dream carries me away to- 
wards the sweetness of the Moselle 
Valley which is said to be the mel- 
lowest and most delicate in the 
country.

sections, one for inland, the other for 
foreign letters. 

There was another, sharply char- 
acterized period between that far-off 
past and our own hectic present that 
found a_ striking expression on 
stamps. It lasted only about fifteen 
years — from 1920 to 1936. That 
era of light and hope, which in- 
cludes the beginning of Grand Duch- 
ess Charlotte’s reign, today seems 
like a different world — serene, lum- 
inous, full of joy and confidence. 
Its stamps are attractive arid grace- 
ful. But no more beautiful, charm- 
ing and gracious than our beloved 
sovereign herself. 

The first World War had come to 
an end a few years before; the 
small country had not come out of 
it unscathed. It was trying to forget 
its wounds and the stamps present 
a young Luxembourg full of drive 
and initiative, looking forward to a 
happy and promising future. It was 
a period of liberalism when the new 
orientation of the country took a def- 
inite turn towards the West. 

It was then, too, that the stamp 
office for the first time abandoned 
its traditional reserve and began to 
choose as its subjects the views of 
Luxembourg: attractive landscapes 
and pleasant pictures which carried

Here are | 
the coats of arms and the por- 
traits of the sovereigns of Luxem- 
bourg. | 
These stamps are a gallery of of- 
ficial portraits; a textbook of Lux- 
embourg’s national history. In 1934, 
on the eve of the centenary celebra- | 
tions to mark the centennial of Lux- 
embourg’s independence, the Post- 
master General made it possible for 
us to recall the Middle Ages of the 
duchy’s history. Here are counts and 
dukes: Henry VII, John the Blind, 
Wenceslas I, Wenceslas II, Ermes- 
inde, Charles I and Sigismond. 
This ‘historical’? set goes back as , 
far as the seventh century, to St. | 
Willibrord and the foundation of 
Echternach Abbey. It is easy for our 
children to learn the history of their | 
homeland to its beginnings, simply | 
by examining the stamps in the al- 
bums they are encouraged to own. | 
Just think of what a lesson on the 
reign of William III would be—‘‘The 
reign of William III, King of the 
Netherlands and Grand Duke of Lux- 
embourg, is remarkable for a great 
many _ important achievements 
such as the building of the first rail- 
roads, the beginnings of the nation’s 
heavy industry, the rise of trade and 
agriculture...” 
The reigns of Grand Dukes Adolphe 
and William, and of the Grand Duch- 
ess Marie-Adelaide fell into an epoch 
which was stern and severe, when 
public thinking was surrounded by 





|very great reserve. There are no 


smiles on those portraits and 
stamps. The coats of arms and the 
royal effigy were deemed worthy to 
adorn these austere vignettes. 

Those Victorian years were a pa- 
triarchal, quiet, peaceful period. It 
is so amusing — and so easy, with 
the help of stamps — to imagine 
the Central Government Offices in 
St. Maximim House at the time 
when Monsieur Paul Eyschen was 
Minister of State and President of 
the Government. There were the 
copying clerks sticking stamps with 
the ‘Official’? overprint on the few 
letters that were posted at closing | 
time. The contents were written by | 
hand as were the addresses, in beau- | 
tiful copperplate. Today? Long let- 
ters typed on machines roll out of 
typewriters by the hundreds; the en- | 
velopes do not even bear stamps; | 
they have just the prosaic, “‘Postage 
Paid as per contract’. | 
Here is the Grand Duke Adolphe 
10 centime. How many of them did 
Dominique Lang, the greatest na- 
tional painter of the period, stick on 
his moving letters to his friend, 
Frantz, the parish priest of idyllic | 
Boevange! This was a time when' 
people did not write letters, even. 
within the borders of their tiny coun- | 
try. I still remember the big pillar-

box of the Central Post Office in 
Luxembourg City divided into two

men’s prison. Above all, he firmly 
| stopped the ceaseless feuding among 
his nobles. Contemporary chroni- 
| clers say that his was the best ad- 
| ministered country in the Empire. 

| We shall now deal with a less ex- 
altedly-born man and with some us- 
ages of those days. 

Throughout the ages, back to the 
Roman Emperor Justinian I (527- 
565 A.D.), the ruler had nominated 
candidates for clerical vacancies. 
Too, a wealthy landholder might 
build a church on his own land, so 
long as there was enough revenue 
from the tithes to keep a_ priest 
alive. In this manner the church 
building remained the landowner’s 
property. 

Convents also were such owners. 
In Henry’s lifetime, Mariental clois- 
ter possessed an even dozen par- 
|ishes, one of them Bartringen. As 
early as the 11th century, the cus- 
tom. of purchasing clerical positions 
with cash or by promises had ex- 
isted despite papal denuciation, and 
with the lord owning both land and 
building, we may well see that the 
Church had become a good provider 
for the nobles’ minor children and 
too, how one incumbent might hold 
down a number of charges.

His rise to eminence and power 
was fabulous. In two years he had 
secured two more parishes, Called 
to Vienna by the Habsburg King, 
he accumbulated five additional 
chaplainships, even though as_ his 
doctor, he accompanied the King 
on all his travels. In 1289, Pope 
Nichols V_ personally named him 
provost at Trier, but the embitter- 
(ed Treverians prevented him from 
ever enjoying that appointment. 

The Bohemian King now invited 
him to Prague as his doctor, ap- 
pointed him Chancellor of the king- 
dom and Peter secured three fur- 
ther clerical controls. He went to 
Rome again and Pope Boniface 
VIII, appointed him bishop of Bas- 
le, where a strong man was need- 
ed to bring order out of disgrace- 
‘ful chaos and Peter did the job in 
record time. 

A third Pope, Clement V, whom 
Aspelt visited and cured of a seri-

elected Henry of Luxembourg. He 


and his wife were crowned at Aix- | 


la-Chapelle (Aachen) in January 
1309. Thus we turn an important 
corner in Europe’s history. 

Pope Clement V was eminently 
satisfied with the electors’ decision. 
Henry’s heart was set on the re- 
vival of the Holy Roman Empire in 
Italy, which led the 
princes to believe that they would 
remain in practical autonomy in 
the North. But while Henry’s hopes 
were those of an idealist for Italy, 
his actions were very practical at 
home. 


Italy was in anarchy. The Popes | 
France con-; 


resided at Avignon; 
trolled the Naples kingdom; the 
rich northern towns, Milan, Flor- 
ence, Venice fought each the oth- 
er. The great Dante called for 
help and, accompanied by his wife 
and two brothers, Henry set out on 
the expedition that would bring him 
the iiaperial crown — and end in 
tragedy. 

He installed his son John as 
Count of Luxembourg, assembled 
an army of 5000, mostly Walloons, 
crossed Mount Cenis and accepted 
the ages old iron crown as King of 
Lombardy at Milan. Brescia caused 
a fateful delay. Henry beleaguered 
the town for four months and saw 
his brother Walram slain. Florence 
declared herself against him and 
Henry had to go to Genoa, where 
he lost his wife, to his greatest 
grief. 

Awaiting reinforcements from the 
north at Pisa again delayed his 
campaign and when he finally 
reached. Rome, the Naples King 
was firmly entrenched in that town. 
In a murderous assault Henry won 
the greater part of Rome, but not

At present, Luxembourg collec- 
tors eagerly await the centennial 
of this issue, for new knowledge has 
been uncovered and added to 
philatelic information in recent 
times. This is due to the persistent 
efforts of a few specialists in Lux- 
embourg and abroad. 

They can hardly be called spec- 
tacular in appearance. In many 
cases their colors are dull and often 
they are mutilated because of the 
narrow spacing between the stamps 
on the printing surface. Yet they 
represent a glorious vestige of their 
era, and as centenarians, they car- 
ry with them the halo of vener- 
ability. . 

By 1858, the system of printing 
stamps from steel engraved plates, 
as used for the 1852 issue, was 
considered too onerous. The gov- 
ernment decided to find a less ex- 
pensive method of printing stamped 





paper. Several were considered, and 
finally Luxembourg settled for 
typography, through which dies 
were engraved on wood, then used 
to produce mobile cliches. These in 
turn were used to manufacture gal- 
vanoplastic plates. 

The design and the engraving 
were executed by Ludwig Kurz. The 
Dressler Foundry made the original 
die. Both were made in Frankfurt. 
The government would have liked 
to have had the printing done 
locally, but the proofs submitted 
by the two printers in Luxembourg 
—.Erasmy, and Schmit-Bruck — 
were so bad that the postal authori- 
ties again turned to Frankfurt and 
the C. Naumann firm to produce the 
stamps. 

The 1859 Arms design issue is 
divided into two groups. The major 
one consists of six values: the 10, 
12145, 25, 30, 37% and 40 centimes, 
which were intended to frank let- 
ters. The minor group includes the 
1, 2 and 4 centimes, to be used in 
franking printed matter. The de- 
sign of both differs slightly; the 
stamps of the major. group are 1 
millimeter higher than the latter 
three.

_ The collector will discover a huge 
field for study and research among 
the rarities of the print and shades 
of color to be found on the Arms 
design issue of 1859. These were 
in circulation only five years, and 
yet they witnessed a time of pro- 
nounced revolution, both political 
and economical in the life of the 
Grand Duchy. 

Although the independence of the 
country was declared in 1839, it 
was not until 1867, with the depar- 
ture of the Prussian garrison, that 
all traces of foreign oppression were 
eliminated.

Cancellations 


The field of cancellations in con- 
nection with this issue is most fas- 
cinating. In October 1859 the postal 
administration ordered that stamps 
on letters should be cancelled with 
so-called ‘‘French markings’’, which 
included the date of mailing. (Fig. 
1). But it seems that postal clerks 
were not too anxious to follow in- 
structions, for they continued to 
obliterate stamps exactly as they 
had done before, with a variety of 








“killers’’ as illustrated in Figs. 2 
to 12. 

Consequently, one finds the entire 
range of known killer cancellations 
used on the first, 1852 Arms issue, 
as well as on the second issue — 
from concentric rings right through 
the various bars. Even some stamps 
are known with the ‘‘Franco’’ de- 
signs that were left over from the 
pre-stamp era. 

When the imperforate 30c, the 
first stamp of the Arms design is- 
sue was put into service on Sep- 
tember 21,.1859, the bars and cir- 
cles were predominantly used by 
most offices. But towards the end 
of the imperforates, between 1863 
and 1864, the French marking had 
gained the upper hand. 

All offices had used the concen- 
tric circle ‘Fig. 2) as well as the 
nine-bar marking (Fig. 3). The 
fine-bar cancel (Fig. 4) was used 
exclusively in Luxembourg City. 

At one time philatelic writers had 
classified the bar cancellations as 
“‘mute’’, but subsequent study has 
proven them to have been in error. 

We find the six-heavy bars now 
identified as being from Mersch 
(Fig. 5). The seven-bars killer was 
used in Capellen or Cap (Fig. 6); 
the eight-bars from Echternach 
(Fig. 7). The squaréd-dot in circle 
was used in Bettemburg (Fig. 8), 
and the rhomboids, in Ettelbruck 
(Fig. 9). 








Mail originating in rural areas 
was cancelled by carriers with rec- 
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tangular devices having from eight 
to ten bars each (Figs. 10 and 11), 
while the reversed-bars marking 
was used in the post office at 
Remich (Fig. 12). Not shown are 
the eight-and-a-half bars used in 


Clervaux, and the _ ten-bars of 
Bascharage. 
The Belgian type cancellation 


(Figs. 13 and 14) were introduced 
as postal markings in 1855, and are 
sometimes encountered on the first 
issue. 

It was customary at that time to 
obliterate the stamp with a killer, 
then apply a postmark which in- 
dicated the place and time of mail- 
ing, and finally a third, to indicate 
that postage had been paid (or due), 
which accounts for the markings, 
Figs. 16 to 20 (Paid to Destina- 
tion) or Fig. 21 (Port Paye.) 

“Franco” is essentially a_pre- 
philatelic postmark and was elim- 
inated generally after the adhesive 
postage stamp was introduced and 
the compulsory prepayment of mail 
fees. But it appears here and there 
on the second issue of Luxembourg 
for no logical reason. It finally 
disappears during the rouletted-in- 
color era about 1872. The Luxem- 
bourg specialist-collector always en- 
joys a pleasant sensation when he 
encounters a stamp with a ‘‘Franco”’ 
marking (Figs. 22 to 24.) 

The ‘‘Charge’”’ marking was ap- 
plied to covers to suggest that they 
contained valuables (Fig. 25), while 
the so-called ‘‘masuscules’’ (letters 
in a circle) were intended to be

These markings (Figs. 26 and 27) 
sometimes were inadvertently ap- 
plied to stamps by rural carriers. 


Forgeries 


Fakes and forgeries of the im- 
perforate Arms design issue are 
plentiful and in some cases difficult 
to distinguish from genuine speci- 
mens. The most dangerous is the 
Sperati, but then he ‘imitated only 
the 2c and 37'%c values. 

More common are the ‘Ham- 
burgers’, in which the paper is 
thin and the stamp usually shows a 
thin frame line beyond the design 
proper. 

The appearance of the forgery is 
generally blurred, the cross above 
the crown is completely absent or 
indistinct; the jewels in the band 
of the crown are very blurred, while 
three defined jewels may be seen 
on the original. The arms are badly 
executed; the paws of the lion seem 
mutilated. The paper is extremely 
thin to the point of being trans- 
parent. The word, “LUXEM- 
BOURG”’ is badly printed and many 
letters touch each other at many 
points, while in the originals each 
letter is clearly separated. 

The main point is that there is a 
definite defect in the burelage in 
the lower part of the stamp imme- 
diately beside the number of value. 
The originals have three little 
squares between two oval designs; 
the forgery has but two. 

The most dangerous fakes, how- 
ever, are the trimmed-down copies 
of the later Arms design issues, and 
sold to unsuspecting “collectors as 
original imperfs.” The Luxembourg 
Philatelic Study Club provides for 
its members free expertization ser- 
vice on classic issues. 

Within the limited space allowed 
for this article, it was possible to 
give only a superficial picture of 
the fascinating highlights of the Im-

to Luxembourg’s staunch friend of 
World War II.

atelic Study Club, at St. Paul, Minn. 

It is to them and to all the 
friends of Luxembourg stamps 
across the Atlantic Ocean that we 
dedicate this issue of Linn’s Weekly 
Stamp News.

In working out the programs of 
stamp issues, the Stamp Office en- 
deavors to reconcile its own interest 
as far as it is possible, with the in- 
terests of both the community and 
philatelists. It considers its own 
plans: presenting, through stamps, 
a complete and objective picture of 
the cultural, social and economic 
life of the nation; its aspirations 
and hopes. 

It also tries to include in its annu- 
al programs, such new issues as 
may be suggested by certain groups 
of the Grand Duchy’s citizenry. The 
number of requests for special 
stamp issues is tremendous. Some 
must be refused immediately since 
they obviously are unsuitable. Most 
are given additional consideration. 

But because we want to maintain 
a healthy policy, only a very, very 
small proportion of those petitioned 
can actually be accepted. This ex- 
plains the difficulty and delicacy of 
the task of making selections and 
taking final decisions, and it helps 
one to understand the criticisms to 
which the program is exposed. ~ 

Our annual program allows for 
about four or five special issues, one 
of which is semipostal for the bene- 
fit of charity organizations. These 
are distributed over an entire year, 
the semipostals being released dur- 
ing the Christmas season when 
men’s hearts are wide open to the 
distress of the poor. All programs 
are submitted to the Minister of Fi- 
nance, for approval. 


Working Out The Designs 


After the subjects of the stamps 
have been determined, artists are 
chosen to prepare the drawings. It 
has been found that a general pub- 
lic competition rarely produces sat- 
isfactory results. The Post Office, 
therefore, prefers either a limited 
competition, or to select a single art- 
ist to be commissioned because we 
know his talents and abilities. 

Preference is given to Luxem- 
bourg artists as far as possible. 
But as the number of specialists 
with the necessary competence to 
design postage stamps obviously is 
very limited in such a small coun-

The Luxembourg Post Office does 
not yet have a postal museum with 
a special philatelic section. How- 
ever, it does possess extensive and 
very important archives and rec- 
ords. which are complete as far as 
modern issues are concerned. Un- 
fortunately, its records pertaining to 
the classic issues are incomplete. 
These records include the history of 


issues, the plans, rough sketches, 
essays, proofs, issled sets and in 
some cases, the actual surfaces 


from which the stamps were print- 
ed. 

These documents are invaluable 
for research and study. They en- 


provide accurate, satisfactory an- 
swers to the numerous queries sub- 
mitted by philatelists abroad.

The Orange-N assau Dynasty 
And Its Reign In Luxembourg; 
1000th Year Celebration 1963 


Jean Buschmann 


Duchy of Luxembourg very often played an important role in history 
during its thousand years of existence. Through the partitions of Char- 
lemagne’s Frankish Empire via the Treaties of Verdun (843 A, DD.) 
and Mersen (870 A. D.) the territory between the Rhine and the Meuse 
—including the regions which eventually were to become the country— 
the duchy finally fell to Louis, the German, and thus became part of the 


states of Old Europe, the Grand 





Germanic Empire. 

The ethnographic and _ linguistic 
lines of division crossed the very 
center of what came to be the Duchy 
of Luxembourg, a situation that re- 
mained unchanged until 1839. That 
is why the official status of the 
French and German languages al- 
ways has remained equal to the Lux- 
embourg tongue itself. All three lan- 
guages are spoken and understood 
by every Luxembourger.

Grand Duchess Charlotte 


Luxembourg is essentially a bor- 
der nation, wedged between two pow- 
erful neighbors, France and Ger- 
many. It is the natural line, both 
of division and of transition be- 
tween two Civilizations. It had to suf- 
fer, throughout the Middle Ages and 
up to the recent past, the conse- 
quences — good and bad — of this 
condition. 

963 A.D., when Sigefroi, the Count 
of the Ardennes began erecting a 
fortress on the Bock Rock, in the 
present city of Luxembourg, is gen- 
erally accepted as the year when 
Luxembourg attained its indepen- 
dence and became an independent 
nation. The thousandth anniversary 
of that memorable date will be ob- 
served in 1963. 

The sovereign State of Luxembourg 
existed for almost 500 years under 
its own dynasty. After the death of 
its last male member, the duchy fell 
to Duke Philip of Burgundy through 
the Treaty of December 29, 1443. 

(The French line, founded by Wal- 
ram, son of the Countess of Erme- 
sinde of Luxembourg, became ex- 
tinct in 1873, through the death of 
the Duke of Montmorency-Luxem- 
‘bourg, peer of the realm of France). 

Following the treaty, Luxembourg 
was ruled over a period of 370 years 
by many sovereigns who attained 
their power by accidents of mar- 
riage, legacies and conquest. Its 
rather doubtful sovereignty was ad- 
ministered and exercised by Provin- 
cial and Sovereign Councils. 

The Duchy regained its indepen- 
dence only after Napoleon’s defeat 
in 1815, when the land was raised to 
the rank of a Grand Duchy by the 
Congress of Vienna. It was made 
an independent state linked with Hol- 
land through personal union. William 
I had been King of Holland since 
June 21, 1814, and now became 
Grand Duke of Luxembourg as well.

The new King - Grand Duke was 
an autocratic, traditionalist aristo- 
crat who neither could nor would 
understand the changing times. He 
rendered himself so unpopular by 
the introduction of high taxes and 
the Dutch system of government 
that an open revolt broke out in the 
Southern Provinces in 1830. Conse- 
quently the London Conference pro- 
claimed the independence of Bel- 
gium. Thereupon a royal decree es-

tablished the full administrative sep- 
aration of Luxembourg and Holland. 
William I eventually abdicated his 
throne in favor of his son on October 
7, 1840. 
William II was born on December 
6, 1792, and was Grand Duke of Lux- 
embourg from 1840 to 1849. Upon 
his accession to the throne he found 
himself faced with difficult prob- 
lems, most of which still were con- 
sequences of the Belgian revolution- 
ary troubles. He authorized Luxem- 
bourg’s accession to the German 
Customs Union, created the Nation- 
al Order of the Oaken Leaf, and, in 
cooperation with the representation 
of the people, proclaimed a new, 
more liberal constitution. 
The establishment and organiza- 
tion of the Luxembourg Post Office 
is another positive accomplishment 
of William II’s reign. The immense 
popularity which he enjoyed in the 
Grand Duchy is proven by the mag- 
nificent statue which was erected in 
his memory in the King William 
Square, in Luxembourg, in 1884. 
He was succeeded by his eldest 
son, Alexander, who, as William III, 
took the oath to the constitution on 
April 18, 1849. The portrait of the 
new Grand Duke appears on the 
first two stamps of Luxembourg, 
which were issued in 1852. 
_William III discharged the effec- 
tive government of Luxembourg to

his brother, Henry, whom he appoint- 
ed Governor of the Grand Duchy. 
The Prince, who died on February 
13, 1879, and his first wife, Princess 
Amelia, were so popular with the 
people that a monument was erected 
in their memory in the Municipal 
Park. 

When King - Grand Duke William 
III died on November 23, 1890 the 
Othonian branch of the dynasty of 
Orange - Nassau became extinct. 
According to the Nassau family 
pact, and under Article 3 of the Lux- 
embourg Constitution, Duke Adolphe 
of Nassau - Weilburg became Grand 
Duke of Luxembourg. He was born 
on July 24, 1817, and belonged to 
the Walramian line. He had fought 
against Prussia in 1866, and as an 
ally of Austria, he had lost his he- 
reditary Duchy of Nassau, when 
this alliance was defeated. 

The portrait of the new Grand 
Duke appears on a set of stamps is- 
sued by the Postal Administration 
when he acceded to-the throne. 
Adolphe, who had appointed heredi- 
tary Prince William as his regent 
in 1902, died on November 17, 1905 
at the age of 88. 

William IV was born on April 22, 
1852, and married the Infanta Marie 
Anne of Braganza, and already was 
seriously ill at the time of his ac- 
cession. 

The state of his health constantly 
grew worse and Grand Duchess Ma- 
rie Anne assumed the regency un- 
til his death and the sucgession of 
their eldest daughter, Princess Mar- 
ie - Adelaide, who had been born at 
Colmar - Berg, in 1894.

Nevertheless, there were two pri- 
vate issues between 1900 and 1924: 

1. In 1906, on the occasion of the 
visit of Prince Albert, who was to 
achieve fame as_ the ‘“‘soldier 
king” during World War I, and 
Princess Elizabeth of Belgium, fo 
the Grand Duchy, the Holiday Wel- 
fare Assn. offered a pair of large- 
size stamps for sale. The one por- 
trayed the visiting celebrities, the 
other, the six princesses of Luxem- 
bourg, daughters of Grand Duke Wil- 
liam and Grand Duchess Marie- 
Anne. These were lithographed in 
gray and brown and were _in- 
scribed, ‘‘Colonies de Vacances, 
Luxembourg’, and in the upper 
corners, the~ cost at which they 
were sold, ‘‘10c(entimes)’’, 

2. In 1908, to mark a charity meet- 
ing at the Grand Ducal residence of 
Colmar-Berg, on the occasion of the 
organization of the Tuberculosis Re- 
lief Fund, four large-size stamps 
again were prepared. They featured 
a portrait of Princess. Marie-Ade- 
laide in a circle surmounted by a

crown, and were inscribed, ‘‘Timbre 
and ‘‘Wohlfahrts- 
marke”’, 

A release by the Postal Adminis- 

tration, published on June 10, 1908, 
made it clear that these adhesives 
would be available at all post of- 
fices for the benefit of the Tubercu- 
losis Relief Fund, but would not be 
valid for the payment of postage 
fees. They might be affixed with 
regular stamps and cancelled at the 
same time, however. The denomina- 
tions were 5, 10, 15 and 20 centimes. 
In 1924 after the critical economic 
situation following the first World 
War, grave material difficulties 
faced all European charity organi- 
zations. Parliament, therefore, offi- 
cially authorized the release of reg- 
ular semipostals- 
This set, the quantity of which re- 
mained unknown (80,000?) was pro- 
duced: by’ overprinting four values 
of the Marie-Adelaide’ set of 
1914: 12%2c x 7%e, 35c x 10c, 2% 
francs x 1 franc, 5fr. x 2fr. 


They were released on April 17, 

1924, and were withdrawn from sale 
on July 1, 1928. 
The Postal Administration subse- 
quently was authorized to annually 
issue special stamps to be sold at a 
premium above face value, the sur- 
tax to be distributed to various char- 
itable institutions by a special com- 
mittee appointed for this purpose. 
Professor P. Blanc was commis- 
sioned to submit designs for the 
1925 semipostals. His ‘‘The Nurse” 
was accepted for the vignette. The 
set was issued on December 21, 1925, 
and withdrawn from circulation on 
July 1, 1926. 184,108 sets were sold 
and consisted of the following val- 
ues: Semi-Postals 5c, 30c, 50c, and 
ifr. 

Neither this set, nor any others is- 
sued until 1935, indicate any surtax; 
only the franking value was indicat- 
ed on the stamp. From 1935 on- 
wards, they included an inscription 
indicating the amount above face 
value which purchasers had to pay. 
(The surtax, incidentally, has come 
to be called, ‘‘the heart’s mite’). 

The sets issued between 1926 and 
1931, bear half-length portraits of 
the children of the Grand Ducal fam- 
ily, viz:

Private charity and welfare associations were established at the be- 
ginning of this century, and began to erect facilities for the help and care | 
of those in need of assistance, particularly in the capital city of Lux- 
embourg.

Between 1932 and 1938 the charity 
stamps were dedicated to sovereigns 
who ruled Luxembourg from 1196 to 
1437: 

1932 — Countess Ermesinde (1196- 
1247). 42,430 sets sold between De- 
cember 8, 1932 and January 1, 1934. 

1933 — Count Henry VII (1288- 
1310). 33,611 sets sold. 

1934 — Seal of John the Blind 
(1310-1346), killed at the Battle of 
Crecy. 34,669 sets sold between De- 
cember 5, 1934 and January, 1, 1936. 

1935 — Count Charles I (1345-1378), 
Emperor of Germany by whom he 
was known as Charles IV. 44,156 sets 
sold between December 2, 1935 and 
January 1, 1937. 

1936 —.Count Wenceslas I (1352- 
1383). 60,000 sets sold between De- 
cember 1, 1936 and January 1, 1938. 

1937 — Duke Wenceslas II (1383- 
1419, under Emperor Charles IV. 
75,000 sets sold. 

1938 — Duke Sigismonde (1419- 
1437), Emperor from 1410 to 1437. 
74,506 sets sold between December 
1, 1938 and January 1, 1940. 

1939 — Grand Duchess Charlotte, 
Prince Felix, and Prince Jean. 50,- 
000 sets sold. 

During the war, the German ‘“‘Win- 
ter Welfare’ sets were overprinted 
“Luxembourg” and sold in the 
Grand Duchy. . 

1945 — Concentration Camp, depor- 
tation and execution scenes. 200,- 
000 sets, and 71,921 souvenir sheets 
sold between December 20, 1945 and 
January 1, 1947. 

1946 — King John the Blind, when 
his body was transferred to the 
crypt in the Luxembourg Cathedral. 
102,750 sets sold between December 
5, 1946 and January 1, 1948. 

1947 — Michel Lenz, poet (1820- 
1893). 67,935 sets sold between De- 
cember 4, 1947 and January 1, 1949. 





1948 — Edmonde de la Fontaine 
“Dicks,’”’ poet and composer (1823- 
1876). 56,258 sets sold between No- 
vember 18, 1948 and January 1, 
1950. 

1949 — Michel Rodange, poet 
(1827-1876). 49,269 sets sold between 
December 5, 1949 and December 31, 
1951. 

1950 — J. A. Zinnen, composer 
(1827-1893). 48,558 sets sold between 
December 5, 1950 and December 31, 
1951. 

1951 — Laurent Menager, compos- 
er (1825-1902). 46,681 sets sold be- 
tween December 4, 1951 and De- 
cember 31, 1952.
